Revolutionary Guard, pledged 
to strike at "all imperialist and 
reactionary bases in the Arab 
world." 


The group said the attack on 


the refinery was "intended as a 
blow to the unholy alliance 
between Hie United States, 
Saudi Arabia and Lebanon" and 
that the oil "feeds imperialism 
and goes into planes and other 
destructive weapons with which 
the United States is generously 
supplying the Israeli enemy." 


The Lebanese government 


said "armed elements" were 
responsible for the attack, a 
phrase in official communiques 
that usually means Palestinian 
guerrillas. 


But spokesmen for the Pales- 


tinians, who had vowed revenge 
on the United States for its 
alleged role in Israel's com- 
mando raid into Lebanon Tues- 
day, said the sabotage was not 
its work and blamed an Israeli 
commando force. 


"The purpose is to create 


troubles between the guerrilla 
movement and the Lebanese 
government,"

spokesman said.

The other night we heard a guest 


speaker at a Ft. Miami Heritage 
Society meeting express some new 
approaches to preserving historical 
sites. 


Michael J. Washo, the deputy direc- 


tor for what formerly was called the 
Michigan Historical Commission, ad- 
vanced some reasons not aired or- 
.dinarily when the developers and the 
history buffs lock horns over saving an 
old building from the bulldozers or 
keeping a battle field from being 
ringed by hotdog stands. 


First of all, age alone does not 


sanctify-every site or artifact. 


A miner's shack or a prairie 


farmer's sod hut lacks any sig- 
jiifjcance or aesthetics. 


It is something else with Benton 


Harbor's 
Morton 
house, 
Berrien 


Springs' old courthouse, St. Joseph's 
Preston 
homestead, 
New Troy's 


Morley mill, to mention a few in this 
area that are deserving of retention in 
a usable state so future generations 
may glean some idea of the best 
expresssion in a bygone age. 


Washo best described the distinction 


in these words: "Old construction is 
much like today's books. Most deserve 
a DOA rating (dead on arrival). We 
should 
salvage 
the 
items 
best 


representative of their times. It is 
wasted effort to retain the mediocre." 


Conversely, the bulldozer performs 


a service in moving out that which has 
outlived its usofullness and which at 
the outset was slapped together-to 
meet an immediate problem.

Tariff Swap 


Congress has given little indication 


jn this session of its sentiment con- 
cerning what action, if any, the United 
States ought to take to reduce its 
record trade deficit. Chances are 
whatever the lawmakers have in mind 
it does not include granting new tariff 
concessions to other countries. 


That is what the White House is 


asking. The request came in the form 
of a proposal to extend generalized 
tariff preferences to the developing 
countries. More than three years ago 
the administration made a similar 
proposal, but dropped its plans when 
congressional sentiment appeared un- 
favorable. 


This time the Administration may 


be seeking the authority to extend 
tariff preferences as an inducement to 
lower tariffs affecting goods produced 
in the United States. Significantly, 
perhaps, the announcement .of ad- 
ministration intentions was made at a 
meeting 
of the 
Organization of 


American States general assembly by 
Sec. of State William Rogers. 


Rogers reminded the Latin foreign 


ministers of the "reality that there are 
practical limits to United States com- 
mitments" and suggested "solutions 
must be found in the world com- 
munity." 


In diplomatic language, this appears 


to be an invitation against American 
goods, in exchange for more favorable 
tariff treatment by the U.S. The State 
Department may be asked to elaborate 
on this, if Congress takes up the ques- 
tion of tariff preferences.

The other is the inner feeling welling 


up in the history buff who trpds an 
ancient battleground, tours an old 
building, or stands by a forgotten, 
graveyard. The old automobile fan 
derives a joy from maintaining and 
exhibiting his bus far exceeding his 
mechanical skill and frequently his 
pocketbook. The antique market would 
decline several points if it depended 
solely upon its speculative nature. 
Sufficient people must appreciate in- 
trinsically old furnitgre and 'fuf- 
nishings, tools, guns arid other ar- 
tifacts. 


Washo carries the traditional ar- 


gument a step further. He sees an 
environmental impact which only now 
is making itself understood. 


Following World War II and taking 


its greatest impetus during the Ken- 
nedy Administration, redevelopment 
became the instant answer to urban 
blight. Demolish the slum and put Its 
tenants in a shiny, new high rise, ran 
the argument, and fertility would 
displace the decay in the city's 
economic and social fabric. 


There is no defense for substandard 


housing, but the urban renewal record 
clearly demonstrates a new abode is 
far from being an automatic escalator 
to human uplift. 


In all too many instances, uprooting 


the dweller from his tumble ''down 
shack has created new anxieties and 
frustrations. Spiritually and mentally 
he is the worse off for being physically 
upgraded. 


Far better, Washo told his audience, 


if the old place in which the dweller 
felt at home had been 'propped up. 


This is not to equate restoring an old 


mansion with solving the housing 
problem or the urban crisis in its to- 
tality. 


It simply demonstrates the subtle 


influence the past exerts upon the 
present and what may come about in 
the future if this bond is overlooked. 


Washo drew upon a moral from his- 


tory to explain a major pitfall in 
preservation. 


Because most people are not avid 


history buffs and because all of js in 
varying degree lack foresight, the 
bulldozer commonly is moving upon a 
genuine relic before the threat has 
become apparent. 


Consequently the preservationist 


much ot the time'is in the untenable 
position of raising an llth hour alarm 
against what has been declared a 
greatly needed improvement. 


The genuine target for preservation 


must be established publicly and plans 
finalized for its salvation before its 
demolition has received acceptance. 


Sir William Howe bested George 


Washington in most of the battles they 
contested, but the British commander 
failed of his goal to destroy the'Con- 
tinental armed force. He managed to 
deliver his final thrust at a deserted 
battlefield. Washington had pulled 
away to regroup For the next en- 
gagement. Sir William's tardiness 
eventually cost him the war. 


The Baffling Beetle 


That science has played a vital role 


in making life better and easier goes 
without saying, as the saying goes. 
Now and then one branch or another 
comes a cropper when it investigates 
some of the supposedly simple facts of 
nature. 


Take a study by a group of 


aerodynamicists 
into 
the 
life 


characteristics of the English beetle's 
(melolontha) vulgaris wing. The study 
proved scientifically that the beetle 
cannot iiy. The trouble is it does and 
well. 


Though the beetle wing is ineffec- 


tive, according to the best scientific 
principles, as operated by the beetle it 
has in proportion to size and weight 
double the lift of the most effective 
. aircraft wing. 


The scientists studying the beetle 


wing concluded their studies were in- 
complete or the insects had some 
means of attaining high lift they did 
not know about. The scientists were 
not going to be beaten by a beetle. 


To find out as much as thsv could 


about the English beetle wing they 
built a model and connected it to a 
wind tunnel, an electric motor and a 
photometer. It worked perfectly but 
unfortunately the studies still proved 
no matter what anybody said, the 
English beetle could not fly. 


So far nobody has told the beetle.
